A Plan to Pro tect 
Agriculture 
After This War 


For y ears the trag ic resu lts of the 
ex pansion of food-produ cing acreag e 
du ring World War I has hau nted 
American ag ricu ltu re. Ev ery farm ­ 
er, as a m atter of patriotism, inter­ 
ru pted his rotation of crops to pro­ 
du ce food and more food for ou r 
armies and ou r Allies. Now ag ain 
in World War II, to feed ou r soldiers 
and ou r Allies and to serv e the spe­ 
cial demands of war indu stry , we 
are dislocating ou r normal produ c­ 
tion as a m atter of patriotic serv ice. 
It seems plain that by the end of 
this war American farms will hav e 
created a tremendou s su rplu s pro­ 
du ction power which ordinary peace­ 
time requ irements will not absorb. 
By the end of 19 42 ou r ov erall 
av erag e increase produ ction ov er 
the av erag e for the last 10 y ears will 
be more than 21 per cent. How then 
can American ag ricu ltu re side-step 
a post-war farm trag edy ev en worse 
than that following World War I? 
Ex periments in Ru bber and Other 
Produ cts. 
Ou r Gov ernment is now ex peri­ 
menting with domestic sou rces for 
ru bber. Some six ty thou sand acres 
are dev oted to the produ ction of 
g u ay u le and its possibilities as a 
sou rce of domestic ru bber. 
Em er­ 
g ency plants for the produ ction of 
thou sands of tons of sy nthetic ru b­ 
ber from oil and alcohol are now 
spring ing into produ ction. 
We hav e learned how to make pa­ 
per from slash pine and starch from 
potatoes. 
We are learning how to 
raise medicinal herbs which we for­ 
merly imported. 
Denied the u se of kapok which we 
imported from the East Indies and 
u sed in life preserv ers, we hav e dis­ 
cov ered that the floss from milk­ 
weed makes better life preserv ers 
than kapok ev er did. Factories hav e 
been bu ilt and sev eral thou sand 
acres are now dev oted to raising 
milkweed intensiv ely . 
Already we are produ cing tu ng oil 
su ccessfu lly . 
Thou sands of acres 
will be needed before we can su pply 
ev en ou r present domestic market. 
Lu ckily , we hav e at hand the Na­ 
tional Farm 
Chemu rg ic Cou ncil, 
an org anization of research chem­ 
ists from ou r sev eral indu stries 
who compare notes and g ain 
new 
enthu siasm in the research for new 
u ses of old crops and new crops 
which can be cu ltiv ated in America. 
Ou r g ov ernment has established re­ 
g ional research laboratories. 
Mo re than fifteen tho usand differ­ 
ent kinds of plants gro w in the nat­ 
u ral state in the United States. We 
use less than three hundred o f these 
plants. Farm ciiemu r^y will no t be 
co mplete, nor the po st-war pro blem 
o f agriculture so lv ed until ev ery 
plant is re-ex amined in the light o f 
mo dern science and made to serv e 
its part in co ntributing to the co m­ 
fo rt, happiness and security o f o ur 
America o f the future. 
A Plan That Deserv es Suppo rt. 
The United States Senate is co n­ 
sidering a plan which will require 
the u se of 20 per cent of war pro fits 
du ring the w ar for the pu rchase o f 
Recov ery Bonds by each company 
in order to hav e av ailable the nec­ 
essary cash to qu ickly chang e their 
bu siness and indu strial plants back 
to peace-time activ ities at the close 
of the war and to adju st the employ ­ 
ment of their normal nu mber of fac­ 
tory workers. 
This percentag e of war profits 
cou ld also be u sed in a broad plan 
of research by indu strial chemists 
to dev elop new u ses for produ cts of 
the farm by ou r domestic indu stry . 
If ou r indu stry has the knowledg e 
and the money in hand to conv ert 
an all-ou t war effort to peacetime 
produ ction, 
maintain employ ment 
and lau nch the new produ cts discov ­ 
ered by science, we hav e a reason­ 
able chance to absorb ou r farm su r­ 
plu s ev en in the post-war period. 
Depression hit ou r ru ral areas 
long er and harder than ou r indu s­ 
trial areas. Ou r hope for the secu ri­ 
ty . happiness and prosperity of Ru r­ 
al America is at stake. 
If we can 
dev elop this practical plan for tak­ 
ing care of ou r su rplu s in the after 
war period, we can g o forward u n-’ 
afraid in an all-ou t produ ction effort 
for the winning of this war and in 
prov iding the food necessary for 
starv ing people in the after war pe­ 
rio d. We will kno w that we hav e 
pro v ided an ev er-ex panding Amer­ 
ica with new cro ps and new uses. 
Wo rth thinking abo ut.
